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CAHOKIA SCHOOLS 
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FAGE POSSIBLE 
TEACHER STRIKE 


The Cahokia school district 
was threatened today with a pos- 
sibility of a teacher’s strike. 

Paul Woods, executive secre- 
tary of the Illinois Federation of 
Teachers, said Cahokia Federa- 
tion of Teachers Local 1272 did 
not want to strike if other ways 
can be found to obtain a salary 
increase. A strike, Woods as- 
serted, might be a last resort. 

Members of the local were 
scheduled to meet this afternoon 
to decide what action to take on 
the school district’s refusal to 
grant the pay increase. 

The teachers are seeking a $300 
across-the-board annual increase. 
The request was refused by 
school administrators at a final 
negotiation session on Thursday. 

75 Teachers Represented. 

Woods said the local repre- 
sents 75 of the 180 teachers em- 
ployed this school year by the 
district. The teachers will meet 
at the Village Hall in Monsanto. 

A report will be made to the 
local’s membership by the salary 
committee. 

There definitely will not be a 
strike tomorrow, Woods said, 
but no plans have been made 
for after then. 

Orientation was held at schools 
in the district today. Classes 
will begin tomorrow. 

Woods said his group would 
attend a meeting of the Cahokia 
Board of Education at 7:30 p.m. 
today. 

The board meeting was called 
to consider a recommendation 
by Robert Catlett, superinendent 
of schools, that the teachers’ 
salary increase be denied. 


$65,000 Cost Estimated. 

Catlett said the salary in- 
crease would cost the school dis- 
trict about $65,000 a year, if 
granted. “The money just is 
not there,” he declared. 

The superintendent said he 
would recommend that the in- 
crease be denied with the idea 


The union has charged that 
Catlett overestimated the dis- 
trict’s operating budget for the 
coming school year by $100,000. 

Beginning salary for teachers 
with a bachelor’s degree is $4000, 
with a maximum of $6000 after 


an increase of 600 over last 
e 


year. 

The schoo] district includes the 
villages of Cahokia and Mon- 
santo, part of the city of Centre- 
ville and a large part of Centre- 
ville township.

Here are a few other random 
ideas to add interest to Septem- 
ber barbecues. 

Barbecued Cole Slaw is a new 
twist to an old favorite. Just 
combine four tablespoons bar- 
becue sauce with each one-half 
cup mayonnaise used. Toss with 
shredded cabbage; season to 
taste with celery salt. 

For a do-it-yourself barbecue, 
let each guest grill his own bar- 
becued shrimps. Marinate 
cooked shrimps in a mixture of 
one cup barbecue sauce and 
one-fourth cup salad oil. Refrig- 
erate until ready to use. Then 
let each guest spear his own 
shrimps on a skewer and cook 
over charcoal until golden brown, 


of a culinary art during the Mid- 
die Ages, and it was in this 
period that many of the varieties 
were named for the European 
cities in which they were cre- 
ated. 

For instance, bologna took its 
name from Bologna, Italy; the 
German, Austrian, Swedish and 
Polish varieties took their titles 
from those lands. Braunsch- 
weiger originated in Braun- 
schweig; thuringer in Thuringia, 
and wienerwurst (or wieners) in 
Vienna. 

Here is a simple summary of 
sausages to make you more fa- 
miliar with some of the favorites. 
But don’t stop there; do keep an 
open mind about the varieties 
you do not know. You may be 
passing by some type which your 
family might enjoy. 


Salami (Hard): Salami owes 
its origin to many European 
countries, where families con- 
sider it an all-purpose sausage to 
eat as tidbits, to put into sand- 
wiches, or to chop and add to 
saiices or other foods for extra 
flavor. 

Salami gets its firmness from 
air-drying. It is rather highly 
seasoned and spiced, and con- 
tains some garlic. 

Salami (Cooked): This includes 
the soft varieties of salami. They 
are made and seasoned the same 
as the hard salamis, but are 
softer because they are first 
cooked, then air-dried for only 
a short time or not at all. Most 
of them come in larger slices 
and are preferred by many for 
sandwiches because they are less 
chewy. 


Thuringer Summer Sausage: 
This is one of the most popular 
varieties of summer sausage, 
mildly spiced and semi-dried so 
that it is relatively soft. 

Thuringer usually is finely 
chopped, and contains a good 
percentage of pork for extra 
juiciness. 

The main difference between 
summer sausage and salami is 
that summer sausage contains 
no garlic. 


Frankfurters: One of the typi- 
cally American sausage prod- 
ucts, the “hot dog”’ of ball park 
and beach and the “friendly 
frank’”’ of home and picnic. Big 
or little, frankfurters are whole- 
some meat, delicately seasoned, 
smoked and completely cooked. 


Bologna: Big brother to the 
frankfurter. The two most com- 
mon varieties are large bologna 
and ring bologna. A mild and 
pleasing combination of finely 
ground beef and pork. There are 
dozens of varieties, including 
beef bologna, ham bologna and 
veal bologna. 


Liver Loaf (or Liver Cheese): 
A product for those who want 
sandwich-size slices of liver 
sausage. Generally one of the 
firm varieties of liver sausage, 
but made in loaf shape and cov- 
ered in slices of fresh, white 
pork fat to keep it moist. Like 
liver sausage, it can be used 
either hot or cold. 


Liver Sausage: There’s plenty 
of variety in liver sausage, from 
the soft, light-pink Braun- 
schweiger to the darker and 
firmer types of liver sausage. It 
is delicately spiced and seasoned, 
sometimes smoked. 

All liver sausage contains the 
B vitamins and iron and other 
important nutritional values of 
liver.

THE EISENHOWER-MACMILLAN exercise in good will 


in point. Because Britain ac- 
cepted responsibility for the 
Indo-China truce when the Unit- 
ed States in 1954 simply walked 
away and would have none of 
the compromise that carved 
out separate Communist and non- 
Communist countries, the British 
today have a special role in the 
area. As co-chairman with the 
Russians in presiding over the 
terms of the truce they are 
distinctly uncomfortable in the 
present situation. 

They would like to have the 
United Nations intervene, 
through Secretary - General Dag 
Hammarskjold, to prevent a 
nasty little war from becoming a 
nasty big war. The Russians 
will have none of this. Instead 
they are insisting that the neuv- 
tral truce commission be re- 
activated to play policeman and 
determine the nature of the con- 
flict and the degree of outside 
intervention. 

AS SEEN from the American 
view this would be an affront to 
Laos. It would imply that Laos 
is not a sovereign power capable, 
with the help of its allies, of 
managing its own affairs. 

While no British official would 
admit it publicly, and certainly 
not at this moment when the 
theme is hands-across-the-sea, 
there is a feeling that American 


zeal for a military buildup in| 


southeast Asia has made Laos 
vulnerable. In supplying arms 
and military advisers to Laos 
the United States has stayed 
within the terms of the truce 
which permits armed forces to 
be raised to a certain level of 
capacity with outside assistance. 

The effect, however, as the 
British see it, has been to draw 


Laos into the orbit of the south- | of th 


east Asia treaty organization and 
therefore to violate the spirit at 
least of the truce. The British 
have always taken a rather dim 
view of SEATO which was one 
of the creations of the late John 
Foster Dulles. 

SEPARATING TRUTH from 
fiction in the snatches of infor- 
mation reported from the conflict 
in what is a new and highly un- 
stable country is all but impos- 
sible. This reporter has talked 
with high officials of both the 
British and French governments 
in the last week. They agree that 
there is no evidence at this time 
of Communist intervention from 
outside Laos.

Communication between the 
capital Vientiane and the re- 
mote jungle areas where the 
conflict is going on is virtually. 
nonexistent. Pathet Lao rebel 
bands, with a strong Communist 
orientation, have long operated 
in the border regions that are 
for the most part-trackless wil- 
derness. 

Undoubtedly the Communist 
objective is to subvert the gov- 
ernment of Laos and bring it 
down. Whether this subversion 
can be stopped with the new 
American arms being flown in 
to be put in the hands of an 
additional force of 5000 Laotians 
is a very large question, and 
it is here that British policy and 
American policy tends to di- 
verge. 

That any open split will come 
is most unlikely in the current 
atmosphere. The Eisenhower 
smiles and the Macmillan smiles 
are all-pervasive. 

THE MACMILLAN SMILE is 
that of a shrewd and confident | 
politician who scents Victory in 
the air in the election that is 
just ahead. The polls show some- 
thing like a landslide for the 
Conservatives who lead Labor by 
five to seven points. The Prime 
Minister’s appearances with 
“Uncle Ike,” as the headline 
writers have begun to call Mr. 
Eisenhower, have surely done 
Macmillan no harm. 

Who would want to spoil this 
by raising unpleasant and con- 
controversial issues? Important 
sectors of British public opinion, 
and not just alone in the Labor 
party, were offended by the 
President’s action in inviting the 
Spanish Foreign Minister Fer- 
nando Maria De Castiella to 
come to London to see him. 
Despite the official denials, this 
was done without prior consul- 
tation with the government here. 
De Castiella’s record as a close 
ally of the Nazis and an enemy 
e democracies was so well 
known that the British refused 
after the war to accept him as 
an ambassador. 

But if the Americans want to 
bring Spain into the NATO al- 
liance the Prime Minister will 
not make an issue of it at this 
moment. As with Laos it is be- 
ing swept under the rug. 

In the solemn splendor of St. 
Paul’s cathedral and the emotion 
evoked by the American me- 
morial chapel symbolizing the 
war fought in a common cause 
the differences are petty and in- 
consequential. But differences 
that now seem small can in a 
different atmosphere loom large 
indeed.

The Teachers Lose Ground 


* ‘Three cheers for ‘Teacher’ and 
“Another Teacher” who dared 
4write frank letters about the St.

- The fact that the teaching aspect 
plays second fiddle to the building 
program and its employes is typi- 
al in the financial setup of most 
American schools. A simple ap- 
proach is to blame organized labor 
for forcing things out of proportion.

The long-festering dispute between India 
and Pakistan over the Indus river waters is 
in the process of a negotiated adjustment that 
should improve living standards for millions 
of peasants in both countries. Considered 
alone this will be quite an achievement. But 
it will assume even greater significance if, as 
seems likely, it creates a climate for further 
political co-operation and the easing of ten- 
sions on the Indian subcontinent. 

At the moment upwards of 40,000 Red 
Chinese troops are said to be deployed along 
Communist-held Tibet’s southern borders 
with India, Nepal, Bhutan and Sikkim, from 
Kashmir to the Northeast Frontier Agency. 
India may need all its strength and energy 
to contain the Chinese; an Indus accord with 
Pakistan would help India at what may be a 
critical time, and would be timely, indeed. 

Like most of the long-standing friction- 
points between the two countries, the Indus 
dispute grew out of the 1947 political parti- 
tion that did violence to the geographical and 
economic unity of British India. West Pakistan 
lies on the downstream end of the Indus sys- 
tem but India controls the upstream territory 
and has been in a position to divert the flow 
for its own use and dry up large districts of 
Pakistan. It never has done so, but the possi- 
bility was not lost on those whose irrigation 
works depended on decisions made by for- 
eigners. Indian dams in some cases directly 
control water going into Pakistani canals. 

Ever since 1951 when David E. Lilienthal 
first suggested a TVA-type development of 
the Indus, the World Bank has been using 
its good offices in an effort to settle the dis- 
pute. Thanks to the persistence of bank 
officials, notably Eugene R. Black, a settle- 
ment now is in the process of evolving. In 
general it involves a treaty regulating water 
supplies, and creation of an Indus basin fund 
to build Pakistan an independent irrigation 
system, the latter costing in the neighborhood 
of a billion dollars. 

Financing for the project will come in part 
from the World Bank and in part from loans 
or grants from the United States, Britain, 
Canada, Australia, New Zealand and West 
Germany. The United States contribution no 
doubt will be substantial, but it should return 
handsome dividends in the form of material 
improvements in living standards for the 
40,000,000 people of the Indus basin and in 
the easing of political tensions along the 
Pakistan-Indian border. American arms ship- 
ments to Pakistan as implements of Soviet 
containment have helped create some of those 
very tensions. 

Construction of the new Indus dams and 
canals should touch off increased trade in 
steel and cement between India and Pakis- 
tan. One thing leads to another, and a gradual 
improvement in other areas could follow. 
There is hope, for example, that both coun- 
tries will be willing to hold their armed forces 
at present levels as mutual suspicions subside. 
This could even lead eventually to a reap- 
praisal of the issues involved in the bitter 
Kashmir controversy, perhaps the most deep- 
seated of all the disputes between the two 
nations. 

It is a long, hard way up the Indus from 
Karachi across the Punjab plains to the deep 
gorges and picturesque valleys of Kashmir. 
Nobody expects India and Pakistan to travel 
it together without difficulty. What is im- 
portant is that the Indus river settlement will 
at least get them started. 


Egypt Saved Its Pyramids 

Every possible encouragement should be 
given to the Illinois State Museum, Spring- 
field, and the Cahokia Mounds Archeological 
Society, in their joint campaign to obtain 80 
acres of irreplaceable scientific land for addi- 
tion to the present Cahokia Mounds State 
Park, on Highways 40 and 66 between East 
St. Louis and Collinsville. 

This additional land has become available 
with the death of the last of a group of Ramey 
family brothers and sisters from whom the 
original mounds park area was obtained by 
the State of Ilinois. The entire area is dotted 
with prehistoric house remains, with burial 
grounds and with ceremonial mounds. It 
should be preserved for careful exploration 
by qualified archeologists and their trained 
helpers. Recent uncoverings suggest the pos- 
sibility of a scientific-historic area that would 
attract many thousands of visitors every year. 

If this opportunity is lost and the 80 acres 
are cut up for hundreds of small wooden 
houses and cottages an outstanding opportu- 
nity to add to man’s knowledge of pre-his- 
toric times will have been thrown away. And 
that, as Joseph Berta, one of the enterprising 
leaders of the effort to save the area has said, 
would be like Egypt’s ordering the removal 
of the pyramids for so much crushed rock! 


‘Fascists in Fig Leaves’ 

It is discouraging to learn of a neo-fascist 
organization among German university stu- 
dents, but it is encouraging that its member- 
ship runs only to a few hundred, and that 
while it has some representation in almost 
all institutions of higher learning, it has 
nowhere gained official recognition. 

The Union of Nationalist Students—so 
called by Peter Dehoust, a Heidelberg law 
student, who founded it in 1956—tries to 
make up in vehemence for its weakness. It 
zealously distributes pamphlets, and holds 
meetings addressed by such former Nazis 
as Helmut Suendermann, deputy press chief 
under Goebbels. Dehoust denies fascist lean- 
ings, but advocates such Hitlerian goals as 
a new Austrian Anschluss and a revival of the 
Arbeiterdienst (labor service). Heinz Weibel- 
Altmeyer, reporter for the Koelnische Neue 
Illustrierte, calls BNS members “fascists with 
a fig leaf.” 

The BNS got into trouble after several of 
its members beat up Bernard Schoenig, 
a medical student who wrote an expose of the 
organization for a school publication. The 
assembly of Heidelberg’s 8000 students and 
prominent faculty members rallied to Schoe- 
nig’s defense. The affair is now in the courts. 

The rector of the university, Prof. D. Wil- 
helm Hahn, says disciplinary action will be 
taken by the school as soon as the courts have 
spoken. Meanwhile, he says, the importance 
of the BNS should not be exaggerated. “I 
know from countless conversations,” he adds, 
“that for our students fascism is dead.” He 
sees no er, but Russian propagandists 
have seen an opportunity. While the affair 
was too unimportant for reporting in the 
American press, the Moscow radio is making 
the most of it. 

It would be incredible if all German “brown 
shirts” had foresworn fascism with the col- 
lapse of Hitler’s realm. Sporadic attempts to 


revive it might be expected among those who 
followed the Fuehrer rather than in a 
younger generation. The BNS, fortunately, is 
far from representative of German students. 
We hope they have the good sense to treat it 
for what it is—a lunatic fringe. 


An Opportunity for the County 

St. Louis county’s urgent need of an ef- 
fective county-wide land-use plan has been 
reaffirmed once again—this time in a land- 
use study made for the Council by a private 
firm at a cost of $69,000. But it will be worth 
every penny of that sum if it alerts the Coun- 
cil and the people to the need. 

For one thing, a proper plan could help 
keep taxes from rising out of sight. It would 
make sure that the county’s large undevel- 
oped areas were reserved in part at least 
for industrial and commercial uses that would 
assure balanced growth. The Metropolitan St. 
Louis Survey found that only 5 per cent of 
the county’s property valuation was indus- 
trial and only 12 per cent commercial. This 
leaves residential home owners with most, of 
the burden of schools and local services. 

An effective plan also would reserve suf- 
ficient space for recreation and public insti- 
tutional use, it would set out areas for con- 
struction of future major roads so that homes 
would not be put up there and it generally 
would attempt to anticipate the needs of the 
future. 

The county does not now have an effective 
over-all plan because the county government 
can plan only in the unincorporated areas. 
What it sets out to do can be nullified by the 
incorporation of a new community by a few 
persons with an ax to grind. Many of the 98 
municipalities in the county were created to 
evade zoning, or even to pave the way for the 
opening of a tavern. 

What this all adds up to is that the county 
has an important need that on its own it can- 
not meet without statutory and perhaps even 
constitutional changes. 

But this need can be met in another and 
better way. Adoption of the metropolitan dis- 
trict plan by the people of city and county 
in November would solve the problem. 

One of the powers of the district would be 
to make and adopt a comprehensive plan and 
to enforce substantial compliance with it 
through injunction and other appropriate 
legal processes. The district government ac- 
cordingly could plan for the whole city-county 
area the kind of balanced growth so neces- 
sary to a reasonable tax level, and it could 
prevent further land-grabbing by subdividers, 
speculators and tavern promoters. 

This would benefit city taxpayers as well. 
The new industry that proper planning would 
attract to the county would provide new jobs 
for city residents, and it would help carry 
the cost of providing planning and other met- 
ropolitan services. 

In other words, development of the county 
would be in interest of the whole area, not 
the petty special interest as is true now more 
often than not. 


A Padlocking Postponed 

For some 27 years, Highlander Folk School 
has been quietly helping make the new South. 
At its modest headquarters near Monteagle, 
Tenn., Highlander has trained men and women 
to work in schools, labor unions, churches 
and civic organizations. Its similarity to the 
folk schools of the Scandinavian nations has 
attracted students from countries in Europe, 
Asia and Africa. 

But not in every quarter is the school of 
Myles and Zilphia Horton approved. Some 
six months ago “a witch hunt,” to use the 
description of the Chattanooga Times, was 
undertaken by segregationists who object to 
the fact that Highlander conducts its classes 
without regard to the color line. Late last 
month Tennessee District Attorney General 
A. F. Sloan filed a petition to “padlock” High- 
lander as “a public nuisance.” The hearing 
has now, been postponed, and Highlander is 
greeting the news by enlarging its efforts in 
behalf of a Labor Day weekend workshop 
on citizenship in local communities. Instead 
of talking about padlocking Highlander’s 
doors, Officials in Tennessee should take 
pride in its accomplishments. 


Troubles of the Nike-Zeus 


If the Nike-Zeus missile-killer project is to 
be abandoned, the step should not be taken 
simply for financial reasons. Yet. reports 
from the Pentagon make quite clear that is 
why elimination of the project is being con- 
sidered in current discussions on the proposed 
defense budget for 1961. 

The Nike-Zeus, on which the Army has 
been working for several years under the 
handicap of limited funds, could reach pro- 
duction stage during fiscal 1961 if pushed. It 
is estimated that $2,000,000,000 would be re- 
quiréd in the next budget for this project, 
the only one under way for combatting enemy 
long-range missiles, 

If the Nike-Zeus could do what it is ex- 
pected to do—destroy any approaching enemy 
missile so far away and so high that no re- 
sultant damage from blast or radiation would 
reach the earth—would not the price be 
cheap? Before his retirement last year as 
head of the Army research and development 
office, Lt. Gen. James M. Gavin was among 
the officers and scientists who testified that 
the Nike-Zeus would achieve full success. 

If the Army does not get sufficient funds, 
the Air Force, according to Pentagon sources, 
probably will take over the project since it 
has a far larger budget than the Army. This 
would mean delay. It would also mean that 
the Bureau of the Budget was determining 
service roles and missions and defense strate- 
gy. In so doing the Bureau would be invad- 
ing the provinces of the Joint Chiefs of Staff, 
the Secretary of Defense and Congress. 

Unless there is a more promising missile- 
killer project, why should not the Nike-Zeus 
be pushed if it can afford a high degree of 
protection against long-range missiles? 


Scourge of Fish in Illinois 

When a severe and mysterious fish kill 
struck the Sangamon River southeast of Riv- 
erton, Ill., the Illinois Sanitary Water Board 
and Conservation Commission moved in with 
commendable speed. Mortality in the choice 
fishing area is described as the worst in a 
quarter-century. The trouble is not believed 
due to chemical or industrial pollution.

MILWAUKEE, Aug. 31 (UPI) 
—Gene Littler of Singing Hills, 
Calif., had his “furniture money” 
today after winning the $5300 
first prize in the $35,000 Milwau- 
kee Open golf tournament yes- 
terday. 

Littler, a five-year profession- 
al veteran at the age of 29, came 
through with a clutch birdie on 
the eighteenth hole to break a 
tie with P.G.A. champion Bob 
Rosburg, Palo Alto, Calif. He 
came home with a 15-under-par 
total of 265 for 72 holes. 

“T just bought a house,”’ Litt- 
ler said. “This prize money is 
going to go for a houseful of 
furniture.” 

Littler is now the only pro to 
win five tournaments in one 
year since Dr. Cary Middlecoff 
did it in 1955. He has won more 
than $41,000, good for third high 
among the touring pros. His 
tourney victories were at Tuc- 
son, Phoenix, Hot Springs and 
Hartford before Milwaukee. 

Middlecoff Out of Money. 

Tronically, defending champion 
Middlecoff, Hollywood, Fla., did 
not finish in the money as only 
those who could break part of 
280 got even the smallest prize 
money. Middlecoff was two 
over with 282. 

Littler’s 265—on rounds of 68- 
66-64-67—did not break the Trip- 
oli Country Club course record 
of 264—shot by Middlecoff last 
year—but it was the lowest 72- 
hole total on the P.G.A. tour 
this year. 

Second place ultimately wound 
up in a three-way tie between 
Rosburg; Bo Wininger, Odessa, 
Tex., and Ted Kroll, Sarasota, 
Fla.—all at 266. 

Littler had to come from three 
strokes behind to beat Wininger, 
the second- and third-round Jead- 
er, who went into the final 18 | 
holes with a 195 compared with | 
Littler’s 198. But Wininger failed | 
to break par for the first time 
in his final round. 

Final Round 66. 

Rosburg shot a 66 on his final 
round and took the lead from 
Littler on the eleventh hole with 
the last of six birdies. They 
matched strokes until the fif- 
teenth, when Littler drew even 
with his third of four birdies. 

Tied going into the eighteenth 
and facing a playoff today, Litt- 
ler put himself within six feet 
of the cup in two shots on the 
375-yard par-4 eighteenth hole. 
He then putted in for a birdie. 
Rosburg tried for a birdie from 
19 feet away and rimmed the 
cup. ; 

Rosburg, Wininger and Kroll 
won $2500 each for second place. 
Art Wall Jr., Pocono Manor, 
Pa., took $1700 for a 269 finish, 
and Ed Oliver, Denver, Colo., 
and Bill Collins, Crystal River, 
Fla., won $1450 each for a tie 
at 270.

At a hearing today, the board 
asked the appeals court to ad- 
vance the hearing on its calen- 
dar, or, in the alternative, to 
issue a stay of the integration 
order until the appeal is heard 
“in the normal course of court 
business. 

In granting the school board’s 
request for an early hearing on 
its appeal, the court did not act 
on that part of the motion seek- 
ing a stay. 

(In Little Rock, Gov. Orval E. 
Faubus said refusal of the 
appeals court to grant a stay in 
the scheduled integration showed 
that the courts are taking over 
the schools. 


(“I think the fact that they 
expect the School Board to put 
off the opening of the schools 
until after the hearing indicates 
how much further the courts 
have taken over the operation of 
the schools,”” Fabus said.) 


Had the appeals court elected 
not to advance the hearing date, 
as requested, the appeal would 
not have been heard until some- 
time in November. 


The Dollarway school board is 
seeking to reverse an order by 
United States District Judge 
Axel J. Beck of Elk Point, S.D., 
requiring admission of three 
Negroes to the all-white Dollar- 
way High School. 

Dollarway is 42 miles south 
of Little Rock. Part of Pine 
Bluff lies within the district, 
which has one white high school 
and one Negro high school. 


In requesting an early hear- 
ing on the appeal, Herschel H. 
Friday Jr., attorney for the 
Dollarway School Board, said 
the board was prepared to de- 
lay opening the schools until 
its appeal is adjudicated. 

Time to Be Made Up. 

He assured the two-judge ap- 
peal panel, consisting of Martin 
D. Van Oosterhout and Marion 
C. Matthes, that the delay would 
not be detrimental to the pupils 
because the lost time would be 
made up by extending the 
school year, 

The motion for an _ early 
hearing was opposed by Robert 
L. Carter, attorney for the 
three Negroes scheduled to at- 
tend Dollarway high school. 


He contended that no extraor- 
|dinary procedure was required 
because the case was not ex- 
traordinary. 

After hearing the arguments, 
Judge VanOosterhout announced 
| S| the Sept. 21 setting, saying, “We

_ terest to advance the case.’ 


The school board’s motion for 
an advanced setting was sup- 
‘ported by Arkansas Attorney 
|General Bruce Bennett. 


Bennett told the court that 
Judge Beck, in ordering the 
| three Negroes admitted to Dol- 
| larway high, had upheld the 
| state’s pupil placement law, but 
at the same time “‘ignored 13 of 
| the standards set out in the stat- 
ute to qualify a student for en- 
rollment.” 


Bennett said the only two 
standards Judge Beck applied 
were that the applicants were 
| Negroes and that they lived near 
Dollarway high. 


The Dollarway appeal is sig- 
nificant, Bennett said, because

DEAR ANN LANDERS: That letter from Fed Fred who 
screamed because he'd been taken for a ride in the divorce 
court prompted me to write my first note to a newspaper. 

You sat down and cried with the big goof, too—which 
annoyed me no end. Generally you’re smarter than that, Ann. 

You said one day you were going to hie yourself down 
to’ the state legislature and plump for equitable divorce laws. 
Well, when you finish in Illinois, Honey, I wish you'd come to 
THIS state. Here, you'll find it’s the woman who comes out 
second best. 


I would like to offer specific suggestions which 
would improve divorce laws in every state in the 
union. These suggestions would insure a greater 
degree of justice and offer added protection to men, 
women and children everywhere—in case of a family 
split. Here goes: 


1. All couples should be forced to confer with a marriage 
counselor or clergyman before a divorce is granted.

Choosing a Doctor 


“WOULD YOU BE SO KIND,” a woman reader writes, 
“as to give me the names of doctors for me to make a 
choice. .. .” 

It wouldn’t be particularly sensible for me to do so. 
Why? Well, it would be mighty nice if I could know every 
reader personally. I'd like that—if there were 1024 hours 
in a day, instead of only 24. 

However, let’s get to the matter of my recommending 
doctors. First of all, as I dare say you know, this column 
appears in other cities as well as this one. So—I can’t know 
all of my readers personally and neither can I know all of 
the doctors in a number of cities. I certainly know my 
share of them, but trying to match up the right patient 
with the right doctor? It’s too much for me! 


I'll grant, of course, that where I have personal 
knowledge of a case, I sometimes say, “Have you 
considered going to So-and-So?” Even so, I've had the 
experience of suggesting some particular physician, 
only to learn later that the patient said, “Oh, I’m 
sure he’s a fine doctor but we just didn’t hit if off.” 


You might ask, ‘“‘What do you expect readers to do when 
we want to seek out a doctor?” 

I'll answer that. First of all, if you have a family or 
personal physician, talk to him about special problems. 
Whether the issue is finding a surgeon,. psychiatrist, eye spe- 
cialist, plastic surgeon, dermatologist or what, your own 
doctor knows you and he also knows the specialists in your 
vicinity (or at a distance) in these fields. 


If you don’t have a personal physician, but you 
want one, one way is to choose a hospital which you 
know to be a good one. Then ask the hospital for the 
mame of general physicians, connected with it, who 
are in your neighborhood. You thus acquire not only 
the services of the man you choose, but also—in event 
of necessity—the availability of others on that hos- 
pital’s staff. ' 


Or, if you prefer, and this is always sound, phone or 
write to your local medical society. You can ask for some- 
one in your vicinity, or can say you prefer a physician who 
works with a certain hospital. 

That’s my advice. Don’t wait for a pariicky pain in 
the night. Find a congenial doctor the first time you need 
your polio shot, or have some minor trouble. Then (as- 


suming that you like him) stay with him. Or find another, 
until you are satisfied. Then stick. Don’t shop.

Aimee Semple McPherson Performed Famous Disappearing Act While Swimming in Pacific =

ON THE AFTERNOON of May 
18, 1926, Aimee Semple McPher- 
son, whose name was a house- 
hold word, went for a swim in 
the Pacific. She was not seen 
to come out of the water. Then 
began one of the most bizarre 
episodes in that weird era known 
as the 1920s. 

Anyone born less than 30 years 
ago might well ask, ““‘Who was 
she?” 

To people who were around in 
those days the question comes 
as something of a shock. It also 
poses a problem. You can’t ex- 
plain Aimee Semple McPherson 
in a sentence. It’s quite possible 
you can’t explain her at all. 

The best thing to do is to hand 
the questioner a book, ‘‘The Van- 
ishing Evangelist.” In 328 firm- 
ly-packed pages an author who 


calls himself Lately Thomas 
(his publisher, Viking Press, 
won't reveal his real name) 


tells the fantastic, sometimes hi- 
larious story in such complete 
detail that you can draw your 
own conclusions about one of the 
most famous disappearing acts 
in history. 

She was born Aimee Kennedy 
on a Canadian farm, the child 
of a onetime Salvation Army 
lassie and a Methodist farmer. 
She was dedicated to the Lord’s 
service in a Salvation Army bar- 
racks. She was converted at 17 
to a form of Holy Roller Pente- 
costalism by a roving preacher, 
Robert Semple. They were mar- 
ried and went to China as mis- 
sionaries. He died there, leaving 
her penniless and with a month- 
old daughter, Roberta. 


She made her way back to the 
United States and, after a short 
marriage to a wholesale grocery 
clerk named Harold McPherson, 
she set out to preach an unin- 
hibited sort of revivalism which 
was soon to become famous as 
“The Four Square Gospel.” 


She arrived in Los Angeles in 
1918 with $10 and a tambourine. 
She started preaching in a lot 
in Echo Park. In 1923 she dedi- 
cated on the same spot the fa- 
mous Angelus Temple, built to 
seat 5000 persons and costing a 
million and a half. 

During the next few years her 
fame and flock grew tremen- 
dously. In the early days of radio 
she set up her own station and 
through it spread her voice and 
message all over the west. 

Her followers were almost fa- 
natical in their devotion, a state 
of affairs which can be attributed 
partly to her brand of gospel, 
partly to her amazing flair for 
showmanship, and partly to her 
appearance. 

She was a little taller than 
average and strongly built. She 
had a wealth of reddish brown 
hair which she wore piled up in 
a rather flamboyant coiffure. 
She had strong features and 
dark, deep-set, penetrating eyes. 

When she appeared in the pul- 
pit she wore flowing robes and 
carried huge bouquets of flow- 
ers. When the spotlight fell on 
her she was an impressive fig- 
ure. She developed a technique 
never before dreamed of for put- 
ting across the stories of the 
gospel. She staged “‘illustrations”’ 
of her sermons with tableaux and 
pantomimes, acted on a fully- 
equipped stage with stage light- 
ing. When she preached on the 


cold. 
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her name a byword. She had 
her followers in the palm of 
her hand and she knew it. In 
fact, she once said, “If an 
angel should come down from 
Heaven and tell my people that 
Sister is not the child of God— 
they wouldn’t believe it.” 
Such was Aimee Semple Mc- 
Pherson on that afternoon in May 
when she went to Ocean Park 
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Europe in 1930.

beach, accompanied by her 
timid, spinster secretary, to take 
a swim. While Aimee played in 
the water, the secretary sat on 
the beach and read her Bible. 
Then she looked up and Aimee 
was nowhere to be seen. 

The news of Aimee’s disap- 
pearance spread rapidly and 
started an uproar which was to 
last for eight months and rever- 
berate for years. The faithful 
gathered by the thousands on the 
beach, seriously hampering the 
efforts of rescue workers. They 
prayed and sang hymns. An eld- 
erly man said he saw the image 
of Aimee rising above the waters, 
her hand outstretched in bene- 
diction, and tried to dash into 
the waves. A young man thought 
he saw Aimee’s body, swam 
nearly a mile into the ocean and 
drowned. A hired diver, search- 
ing among the piles of the pier, 
died suddenly. 

The morbidly curious began to 
join the faithful on the beach. 
There were 50 newspaper re- 
porters and photographers as- 
signed to the story. The thing 
began to take on a carnival at- 
mosphere, and one enterprising 
concessionaire displayed a life- 
size wax figure of Aimee. 

Five weeks went by. Just when 
the press was beginning to lose 
interest in the case and even the 
most faithful of Aimee’s follow- 
ers were deciding she must be 
dead, Aimee turned up at a little 
Mexican border town with one 
of the strangest stories ever of- 
fered to a gullible public. 

She had been kidnaped from 
the beach, she said, by some 
people who told her that her 
mother was in trouble and had 
sent them to fetch her. She had 
been held captive in a shack on 
the Mexican desert somewhere 
south of the Arizona border. She 
had managed to cut her bonds 
with a tin can and escape out 
the window. 

News of her escape brought 
wild rejoicing among the faith- 
ful, but there were a few skep- 
tics among newspapermen and 
police officials. 

She ‘had turned up in the mid- 
die of the night at the shack of 


water when she was found. 
had on a pair of new, 
low-heeled slippers. 
weren't worn and the soles were 


sign of sunburn, parched lips or 
any other discomforts which one 
would have suffered in such a 
trek without water, under a des- 
ert sky with the temperature 
close to 120 degrees. 

The ground she said she 
crossed was covered with cactus 
and an undergrowth called cat- 
claw, which scratches leather 
boots and tears holes in cloth. 
Her gingham dress was un- 
scratched. It was new, and the 
neck was barely soiled. Not even 
a perspiration mark. 

Searching parties combed the 
country for miles around, some- 
times accompanied by Aimee, 
but no trace of the cabin where 
she was held could be found. 

But the skeptics were drowned 
out in the general rejoicing which 
followed Aimee’s ‘‘escape.”’ 

Railroad officials figured there 
would be a crowd of at least 
25,000 to meet the train bring- 
ing Aimee back to Los Angeles. 
Long before train time the crowd 
numbered more than 50,000. 
Sixty policemen and battalions 
of firemen fought to keep the 
crowd back. 

When she appeared on the 
platform the crowd went wild. 
When she left the train she was 
enthroned in a high back wicker 
chair entwined with roses and 
carnations. Four stalwart fire- 
men lifted the chair to their 
shoulders and bore her along an 
aisle formed by. her worshiping 
followers, who strewed flowers 
in her path. It was her greatest 
hour, but it was also the begin- 
ning of the end. 

During Aimee’s absence, and 
during the days that followed, 
all sorts of strange rumors were 
circulating. Sheriff McDonald of 
Douglas, Ariz., where Aimee was 
hospitalized after her ‘‘escape,”’ 
had conducted a long and thor- 
ough investigation of her story. 
He sent a report to District At- 
torney Asa Keyes in Los Ange- 
les. He pointed out all the dis- 


crepancies in the story, summed | 
it up with the opinion: ‘‘My con- | 
clusions are that Mrs. McPher- | 


son's story is not borne out by 
the facts.”

It was this last report which 
brought into the picture the 
name of Kenneth G. Ormiston, 
the man who had installed and 
operated Aimee’s radio station 
at Angelus Temple.

On Jan. 11, Aimee left for a 
tour of the Holy Land. On Jan. 
22, Mrs. Ormiston reported to 
police that her husband was 
missing. On March 15, $1500 was 
telegraphed to Ormiston in the 
name of James Wallace, Aimee’s 
dead half - brother. Ormiston 
bought a blue Chrysler the next 
day, and during the weeks that 
Aimee was missing varied re-

A grand jury was called to 
investigate the kidnaping:. In- 
stead it turned into an investi- 
gation of Aimee’s strange 
story.

Continued investigation of the 
case led to the cottage by the 
sea at Carmel. There the owner 
of the cottage and several neigh- 
bors identified its occupants as 

Shortly 
thereafter a woman bearing a 
slight resemblance to Aimee, ap- 
peared and announced she was 
the woman at the cottage. Later 
she reversed her story and said 
Aimee and Aimee’s mother, 
known as “Ma” Kennedy, had 
hired her to tell the story. Her 
name was Lorraine Wiseman.

The handwriting was 
identified as Aimee’s. But she 
refused to submit samples of 
her handwriting or to be finger- 
printed. The charges, counter- 
charges, evidence and rumors 
piled up until, on Sept. 26, Pros- 
ecutor Asa Keyes issued com- 
plaints against Aimee, her moth- 
er, Lorraine Wiseman and Or- 
miston, charging corruption of 
public morals, obstruction of 
justice and conspiracy to manu- 
facture evidence. 

By this time the case of Aimee 
Semple McPherson was a cause 
celebre, albeit a slightly wacky 
one. Was she kidnaped or was 
it a hoax? The question was de- 
bated from coast to coast. 

The press had become openly 
skeptical. Aimee, who had loved 
the press, was embittered. On 
the eve of her hearing she 
preached, “Blessed are they who 
are persecuted for righteousness’ 
sake.’ Then she exhorted all 
the newspaper people, ‘‘Go out 
and tell that to the world.” 

At the preliminary hearing 
next day five witnesses posi- 
tively identified her as the wom- 
an at Carmel. In the pulpit that 
night she ridiculed the witnesses 
as “a fine little bunch of par- 
rots.” This went on each day— 
as evidence piled up in court, 
Aimee ridiculed those who gave 
it from her pulpit. 


But as the evidence accumu- 
lated, she showed signs of be- 
coming a little frantic. One 
night she deviated from her 
text and spat into the micro- 
phone: “Asa Keyes—if you are 
listening in—you are a dirty, 
lecherous libertine.”’ The fol- 
lowing Sunday she staged an 
elaborate production called 
“March of the Martyrs”’ which 
dramatized the history of re- 
ligious persecution. More than 
40,000 persons turned out, most 
had to be turned away. Seven 
times the curtains parted, and 
each time the audience saw 
some martyrs being butchered 
by one device or another. One 
of them was being sawed in 
half.

official, was asked if Aimee, in 
the hospital just after her trek 
across the hot desert, had been 
able to talk. “She talked 35 
pages,” he retorted.

They told of seeing 
footprints made by a woman’s 
shoes some eight or nine miles 
into the desert. That night Aimee 
preached a sermon on “Shoes.” 
She had all sorts of footgear on 
the stage. “People who think I 
can’t walk 20 miles,” she told 
her congregation, “‘make me 
sick.”’ 

The court ruled there was 
“sufficient cause’’ to believe the 
defendants guilty, and they were 
ordered held for trial. 

Outside the courtroom sensa- 
tions were still developing. One 
of them was a trunk which had 
been seized in New York filled 
with expensive dresses, lingerie 
and shoes. The trunk, it devel- 
oped, had been following one 
“Ralph Stringer’ around the 
country, and Ralph Stringer, it 
had long since been established, 
was an alias used by Ormiston. 
Most of the contents of the trunk 
were pretty substantially traced 
back to Aimee. 

This was followed by the dis- 
closure of a letter, written in 
code, to Ormiston. The letter be- 
gan: “Dear Darling Man: This 
is from a girl who loves you 
with all her heart. Wuff! Putting 
up noble fight here. Now, for 
any sakes, keep cool .. .” etc. 
Prosecutor Keyes said he had 
established the fact the letter 
was written by Aimee. 

Aimee ridiculed the trunk and 
the letters and declared they 
were part of a frame-up. Then 
the missing Ormiston was found 
in Harrisburg, Penn. He came 
back to Los Angeles, but played 
it cool. So did Aimee. By this 
time people were making bets 
that Aimee would never come 
to trial. They were right.

1927; on Dec. 29, he threw in 
his hand. “The McPherson case 
is now in such a muddled state 
that a conviction is almost im- 
possible,”’ he said.

The celebration at Angelus 
Temple that night broke all rec- 
ords. Cheers, whistling, confetti 
throwing and hallelujahs drowned 
out Sister Aimee’s efforts to 
speak. The next day she left on 
a ‘vindication tour.’”’ On May 
18, the faithful of Angelus Tem- 
ple congregated at Ocean Park 
Beach to celebrate the first an- 
niversary of Sister’s swim with 
a marshmallow roast and taffy 
pull. 

The book, which is exception- 
ally well documented, interest- 
ingly and often amusingly writ- 
ten, deals only with this one pe- 
riod in Aimee Semple McPher- 
son’s life — her disappearance, 
her reappearance and the sub- 
sequent court episodes. 

To bring the chronicle up to 
date for the benefit of those who 
weren’t around, and who may 
wonder, Aimee’s story of the 
kidnaping was never shaken. She 
clung to it until the day, Sept. 
26, 1944, she was found dead in 
an Oakland, Calif., hotel suite 
from an overdose of sleeping 
tablets. 

After the kidnaping episode 
Aimee and Angelus Temple con- 
tinued to flourish, but not on the 
same scale. There were frequent 
law suits, her health failed, she 
had a falling out with her daugh- 
ter, Roberta, and then with her 
mother, Ma Kennedy, who died 
in 1947. Her son, Rolf McPher- 
son, carries on at Angelus Tem- 
ple.

It is known as the salpa (pro- 


nounced SAL-puh). 


A fish has a backbone, and 
often other bones as well. A 
salpa is without bones of any 
kind. Neither does it have a 
shell. 


A FULL-GROWN salpa usually 
is between four and five inches 
in length. It has a covering 
which is transparent. Through 
that cover a person can see 
several ringed muscles, a primi- 
tive intestine and a tiny object 
called a heart. 

The general shape is like that 
of a little barrel, and the mus- 
cles age the hoops of a bar- 
rel. é muscles help the ani- 
mal to move. 


Water enters an opening at 
the front, an opening which 
hardly deserves the name of 
“mouth.” The salpa never knew 
the pleasure of chewing any- 
thing, if there is pleasure in 
that. 

The circular muscles are used 
to make the water run through 
the animal to an Opening near 
the end of the body. That pro- 
vides motion; it is jet propulsion 
of a sort.
